Health work in the Sierra Madre 
School was begun in September, 1922. 
Since this is the first year of the work 
no definite compari.son of results can 
be made. 

Obviously tlic first thing was to 
make a general sui-vey of the pupils 
to ascertain conditions of eyes, throat, 
teeth, and nutrition. The children 
were weigheil every month and the 
weights rcordml on class room charts. 
Slips giving the height and weight 
were sent home to iiarents twice dun 
ing the year. 

Ab.sentces were reported daily, then 
w'ithin three days a visit made to the 
home to fimi out cause of absence. 
Home visits were also made for the 
purpose of consulting with parents 
regarding the general welfare of the 
child. Many parents have show’ii un¬ 
usual interest and cooperation in com¬ 
ing to the school for intciviews. The 
home visitation is an imlisfiensable 
phase of this work in that the nurse 
thereby establishes a clear under¬ 
standing witli mothers. , The total 
number of home calls during the year 
was 220, without a car. 

The general suiwey made in October 
revealed the following conditions: 
Total number of children weigheti 400 
No. unable to r(*ad 20-30 vision line 2;) 
No. with defective teeth Ik 

No. underweight (8-200 ) 102 

No. with enlarged tonsil.s 49 

(Ton.sils cannot be considere<l a defect 
38c unless pronounced so by the family 
to do physician) 

In as much as about one-fourth of 
our school is transient it ha.-, been nec¬ 
essary to count only those cliihln*n 
who were in school in October in mak¬ 
ing a comparison of rt'sults. We have 
then 77 underwi*ights out of the orig¬ 
inal number of 102. Nineteen have 
come up to the average weight, 'fhe 
remaining show to be r.iuch les.N be¬ 
low average than at the beginning of 
the year. In a very few instanct*s, 
unfortunately, the children were found 
to he more underweight than at the 
beginning of school. A margin of a 
few pounds wiis allowed in instances

Dramatization of health stories is 
one of the lK*st ways of teaching posi¬ 
tive h(‘alth. During the year two 
health plays were given hy the pupils. 
In the lower grades weekly inspei- 
tion.s were conducted hy the pupils. 
A seal or star was given by the 
teacher for daily use of tlie tooth 
brush, clean hands, handkerchiefs etc. 
One way of establishing health habits 
at the most impressionabh' age. 

In art health was correlated by the 
teacher in making of posteis r<‘pre- 
.senting health habits. In English and 


, lowed to rest twenty minute.- undei 
supervision; this period to take the 
place of the physical education as pre- 
scrih(‘d by the state board of educa¬ 
tion. 

Realizing the importance of nutri¬ 
tion with the growing child, through 
our most active P. T. A, milk has been 
served to childnni daily at 10 a. ni., al¬ 
so a but school lunch was introduced 
in the school. A lunch room providing 
accominoilation for 140 was provided 
by the .school hoai'd. 

The idea of the lunch was to .supple¬ 
ment the cold dry sandwiche.> brougiit 
from home. However an adequate 
meal could be obtained at the inaxi- 
iiium price of 22c ,namely, 1 hot dish, 
he, 1 desert 6c, milk 8 oz. 5c. Total 
22 c. Second helpings were given af¬ 
ter all had been served. An average 
of 100 pupils were served ilaily. 

The menus were very cari-fully pre¬ 
pared by the dom(*stic science teacher-. 
A dilferent hot dish and desert was 
.served daily the menu repeating it¬ 
self every two weeks. 

'Fhe following is a sample menu foi 
two days: 

No. I. Cream of corn soup, baked 
apple, whole wheat buns, milk. 

No. 2. Vegetable soup (meal 
stock, celery, turnips, etc.) chocolate 
blanc mange*, buns, milk. 

In the lunch room each child scrap¬ 
ed and stacki'd his own dishes. One 
boy, a .scout, was made responsible for 
this part. The plan worked very >at- 
i.-^factorily. 

The per.^onnel of the lunch room, 
one might say, consisted of two paid 
worker.-', one woman to wa.sh dishi*.'' 
and anotlier to jn*epai*e the food. hi 
the latter v.e were exceedingly ftn- 
turiat to seeiu’e a woman of unusual 
ahilit.N. One teacher, as.sisted with the 
serving; this teacher. Mi>s Steinbi'igi i 
also had eornpleti* cliarge of the buy¬ 
ing. 

A great deal of cr'cdit should be 
given to the dumeslie science tiacher 
who was always on hand to help with 
the preparation of the food. Mrs. 
Leonanl gave most of her spare time* 
in the interest of this lunch room. 
One mother came every day to help 
butter buns. The duly of cashier wa.> 
taken by the .school riurst* and this 
proved nio.'-t interesting. Oidy one 
desert at a time was allowed to pass 
hy. No seeond helpings until all were 
.''Orvisl. Suggestions as to a well bal¬ 
anced diet were passed on occasion-
